In the Field of Jan. 23d is another programme of his 
big hunt, which is as ridiculous as the other. He st¬ 
rives in Texas the middle of June, then he hunts fifty 
or sixty days and comes to Pueblo, which, of course, 
must bring him here in August. At Colorado Springs 
he rests a few days, fishes in the Twin Lakes, distant a 
hundred miles, loafs around the “Garden of the Gods," 
climbs Pike’s Peak and then he goes to Denver (where 
of course, he will not be able t# stay less than two 
weeks). Cheyenne, Ogden, Salt Lake City, Yosemite 
Valley, and the Big Trees, in Calaveras county, Cal. 
He will want to rest a few days under the shade of 
these big red woods, then fish a little, then take a 
steamer at San Francisco, nearly two hundred miles 
away, and go to Oregon, where he will catch a few sal¬ 
mon in the Columbia. Then he goes back to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Finally, he moves to the east of the Rocky 
Mountains and down into Kansas to enjoy fall shooting 
among the grouse, deer, antelope, bear, aDd elk. 

Now all this takes time; but after killing all these 
various kinds of game, he again moves to Chicago, to 
enjoy the fall duck shooting. He is going to leave 
Pueblo in the middle of August, take this round-about 
way, spend lots of time in resting, etc., enjoy fall 
shooting in Kansas and Chicago, and get back to Eng¬ 
land before the holidays. I think Mr. McCarty had 
better remember that great bodies move slow. He 
should hove started last year to get round on time. 

When he explains by saying that if all the buffalo 
were killed it would save stock men from a grievous 
annoyance, and check the Indians in their murderous 
work, and save the government millions of dollars and 
the lives of many of its citizens. 

Nine out of every ten min on the frontier will say 
that any man that will talk that way is a lunatic. The 
buffalo are being killed too fast already. We don’t 
want an army of foreigners to come and kill our game. 
We don’t want millions of dollars saved in that way. 
If the government will say, “take care of your own 
Indians,” we can do it, and not ask for anything belter. 
We can take care of our own hair without asking for¬ 
eign intervention. We have game laws which we are 
bound to see enforced. We are always glad to welcome 
hunters to our hunting grounds, in the season, and 
really enjoy giving them the best we have, but can’t 
stand it quite as thick as the Colonel proposes to spread 
it on to us.

Many beginners commence with from four to 
half a dozen varieties, and wind np in a year or two, 
with but one, or none. Keeping more than one variety 
necessitates different yards and houseB, and requires 
much more attention than only one breed, which you 
ean let run the farm over, and thus have healthful ex¬ 
ercise and a chance to dine upon insects once in a while 
both of which conduce to the health and profit. Where 
a person has plenty of space, time and means, it docs 
very well to try two or three breeds, but they require 
so much attention, and so constant, that the majority 
of farmers cannot afford the luxury. One of the most 
noted, reliable, and oldest breeders of fowls in the 
United States, is now going out of the business, because 
his time is nearly taken up with his other affairs, and 
he cannot get any one to give proper attention to his 
fowls, although he has two men hired at $2 per day. 
He finds that he cannot breed, systematically, so many 
fowls on one place. He is very good authority, and his

The heroes of antiquity, estimated godlike in their 
attributes, were naturally represented as godlike in 
stature. In every exhibition of arms and armor thrown 
open to the observer, from the Tower of London to that, 

! collection in Somerset House by the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries, and which has just been closed, abundance of 
I evidence is afforded that the men of the earliest times 
i were smaller in limb and shorter in stature than the men 
I of the present day. The ancient British and Roman 
arras exhibited in Somerset House could have been ef- 
feclively wielded by a smaller race of men than that of 
i our time. The handles of the swords and daggers were 
too small to afford a firm grasp to the hand of a modern 
Englishman, and even few women’s hands would have 
I fitted in between the guard and the extreme end of the 
hilt. In armor, again, it is a remarkable fact that none 
but the smallest and slimmest men amongst us could 
I squeeze ourselves into the corslets worn by such heroes 
I as “fluttered the Volsicans" at Cressy and Poictiers. 
Darnlcy's cuirass at Holyrood Palace--cannot begot out¬ 
side of a man of five feet eight and of proportionate 
build. Wallace’s sword, a huge iron contrivance which 
few of us could swing, and which it is certain the hero 
of Scotland never wielded, has been found to be no more 
genuine than the poker still shown as Bailie Nicol Jar- 
vie's ut the ClaehtiD of Aberfoyle, and has been with¬ 
drawn from exhibition at Dumbarton Castle; and the 
armor of the Black Prince is too small for an average 
guardsman. It seems, then, that England, instead of 
producing a race Inferior to that which flourished in the 
1 curly heroic times, now breeds men of clearly grander 
1 and atheltic frame than she. has hitherto done. In the 
light of this fact vu must revise our early historic tm- 
pressions. Richard Occur de Lion, the Prince of Orusa- 
1 ders, and the fear of Saladin, we must now be compelb 
ed to regard as, after all, only a light weight; Edward 
: the First, that Longshanks who was the “Hammer of 
Scottish nation,” as being considerably short of the 
standard of our own Horse Guards, and the famous anu 
i splendid Black Prince as a hero of infinitely more skill 
. and energy, hut of very ordinary form, and with a epu- 
1 stitulion so delicate that after a few years campaigning 
. in France, and a disastrous raid into Spain (where be 
t suffered severely from the heat), he pined aud faded and 
. dropped into an early and premature grave. So much 
1 for mediievnl giants.

Physical Exercises. 

( I.IMOLNi*. 

Climbing is the art of transporting the body in nuy 
direction by the aid, in general, both of the bauds and 
feet The climbing-stand consists of two strong poles, 
about fifteen feet high, and from fifteen to twenty feet 
distant, which arc firmly fixed on the ground, aud sup¬ 
port a beam strongly fastened to them. One pole is 
two inches and a half in diameter; the other, which 
serves ns u mast, should be considerably thicker; and 
both serve the purpose of climbing. To the beam air 
attached other implements of climbing: viz. a ladder, 
an inclined hoard, a must, an inclined pole a honzonta 
bar, a rope ladder, an upright, an inclined, and a level 
rope.

Climbing on fixed bodies should first he practised

Exercises on the ladder may be practised in Ihe fol¬ 
lowing ways:— , , ,, , 

1 By ascending and descending as usual

swinging to the back, to let another puss. 

THE INCLINED BOARD. 

This should he rather rough, about two feet broad, 
and two inches thick. To climb it, it is necessary to 
seize both sides with the hands, and to place the feet 
flat in the middle, tlie inclination of the board being 
diminished with the progress of the pupil. 

Yt first, it may form with the ground an angle ol 
about thirty degrees; and the climber should not go 
more than half-way up. This angle may gradually be 
augmented to a right ungle, or the direction of the board 
may be made perpendicular. When the board is thus 
little or not at all inclined, tlie body must be much curv¬ 
ed inward, and the legs thrust up, so that the higher 
one is nearly even with the hand, in descending, small 
mid quick steps are necessary. 

THE UPRIGHT l'OLE. 

The upright pole should be about two inches and u 
half in diameter, perfectly smooth aud free from splin- 
ters. 

The position of the climber is such that nothing touch¬ 
es the polo except the feel, legs, kuees, and hands. He 
grasps as high as possible witb both hands, raises bint- 
self by bending the body and drawing his legs up Ihe 
pole,holds fast by them, extends the body, again grasps 
higher up with his hands, snd continues the same use 
of the legs und arms.

Dancing. 

The disposition to rythm and measured motion, 
is deeply implanted in human nature. As soon as 
man in a rude state, wishes to express elevated 
feelings, whatever be their cause—joy, devotion, 
patriotism—he makes use of rythm, of measured 
language, and the dance, or measured movements, 
This is the origtn of the symbolical dance, which 
among all nations, In the first stages of civilization, 
is used as an expression of excited feeling. The in¬ 
vention of the drama, gave birth also to the imita¬ 
tive dance—the pantomime. Dancing, in the course 


of time, took the character or an art. Grace became 
one of its chief objects, and it was much cultivated 
as an elegant amusement in the Intercourse of soci¬ 
ety, and an elegant spectacle in public entertain¬ 
ments. Its ancient character, however, of an ex¬ 
pression of religious or patriotic feeling, gradually 
declined, as the progress of refinement and civiliza¬ 
tion produced its invaluable effect of restraining the 
full expression of the feelings and emotions. This 
circumstance, added to the chastened and didactic 
character of the Christian religion, probably pre¬ 
vented the dance from being admitted among the 
rites of the Christian religion ; but it lias always 
been cultivated among Christians, as an agreeable 
amusement and elegant exhibition. As an amuse¬ 
ment of social assemblages, the dance has sunk much 
below the character of an art. The polite assem¬ 
blies of the present day are too much crowded to 
leave room for graceful dancing. But National dan¬ 
ces, as those of Bohemian, Polish, Hungarian, Ital¬ 
ian, and Spanish peasantry, still retain the expres¬ 
sion of joyous leeliug, and often exhibit much imi¬ 
tative power. There is reason to suppose that the 
dance had a place among the religious rites of the 
dews; to what extent, however, is not known, and 
some persons deny the fact altogether ; but It ap¬ 
pears pretty evident that this doubt Is unfounded, 
and Us admission may be easily explained by the 
origin which we have ascribed to the dancing in 
general. With the GFt eeks and Romans, regulated 
movements, quick or slow, i. e., danciug. were intro¬ 
duced in most religious celebrations. The Greeks, 
developing the elemeut of the beautiful in every 
branch of art, were also masters in the religious 
dance, in the exhibitions of the theatre, they 
united the dnnee with many other performances, 
and tlie dunces of tlie ancients which commemorated 
the adventures of Achilles, Alexander, the loves of 
Venus and Mars, &c., are to be understood as panto 
mimic performances. From the Romaus, the dance 
was transmitted to the national theatre of the Ital¬ 
ians. As early as the sixteenth century, several 
Italians, ltinaldo Corso. Fabric. Oaroso, etc., wrote 
on dancing. They and the French have cultivated 
the modern art of dancing to the degree of perfec¬ 
tion in which we find it; so that the ballet of the 
Parisian opera was long considered the highest per¬ 
fection of the art of dancing, and in some respects 
still is. There exist, at present, two different 
schools—the Italian and French. Of the two the 
Italian is the least artificial. The modern Frenoh 
ballet sometimes degenerates to a mere display of 
skill and agility, at the expense of grace and beau¬ 
ty. which ought always to remain the chief object 
of dancing. _ 

Athletics Requisite for All. 

There is a most perniciously false public opinion 
among us, which looks upon athletic amusements as 
undignified for intellectual men, and almost wicked for 
clergymen. People would be shocked to see grave, 
black-coated personages engage, like school boys, in a 
game of ball, or contending with each other in pitching 
quoits; yet an occasional, even frequent, exercise of 
some such sort would Bave many a promising young 
man from an early tomb, and prolong the usefulness of 
many prematurely old. “All work and no play" is as 
poor a maxim for the adult as the child, whatever the 
former's position in life; it makes the one dull ae it 
does the other; for we are all the “children of a large 
growth." Our thoughts become too abstract, unnatu¬ 
ral, and often gloomy. The brain takes the tone of 
the stomach. Some starve it, thereby to obviate th^ 
necessity of exercise, and grow light headed or vision¬ 
ary; others overload it, and grow confused, melancholic 
or ill-tempered. It has been observed that wars involv¬ 
ing lasting mischief to great nations have arisen from a 
ministerial dispatch having been written during a fit of 
indigestion. Dryden’s favorite inspiration, when wish¬ 
ing to dojbetter than usual, was a strongsaline draught; 
and a very eminent English statesman resorted to a 
similar mode of clearing his head. It is more than 
probable that hurtful theories are often promulgated 
in books, whose authors labor under similar difficulties 
without taking means to remove them, which pleasant 
out-door exercise would do. If so, to abstain from it is 
a sin against ourselves and the world. 


National Board of Appeals has been productive of a 
strong feeling among Western men who very justly con¬ 
sider that their interests are not properly looked to, in¬ 
asmuch as they believe that all contested cases should 
receive the earliest possible attention. 

It stands to reason that pne board, Bitting in judg- * 
rnent upon all disputed points arising throughout the 
country, cannot, for obvious reasons, give them that 
prompt and discriminate attention which is indispensa¬ 
bly requisite to regulate and guard the best interests of 
the turf. We have not the slightest desire to speak dis¬ 
paragingly of, or to throw discredit upon the National 
Board; but we do say they have much more business 
upon their hands than they can properly dispose of, 
and that the establishment of branch or separate 
Boards has become an absolute necessity, and we prog¬ 
nosticate that this opinion will take tangible form at In¬ 
dianapolis on the 24th. 


Why Birds Migrate. 

It will be remembered that in our issue of Jan. 2d, 
allusion was made to a theory advanced by an English 
writer, regarding the causes which induce the annual 
migration of birds. The explanation he suggested, 
though ingenious, was not, we think, one that will be 
very generally accepted; but the Swedish poet, Rune- 
berg, who, during a long attack of illnes at Helsing¬ 
fors, in Finlaud, has occupied himself by observing the 
habits of birds, and especially regarding their habits 
of migration, offers what seems to us, from its very 
simplicity, a natural and tenable theory. His belief is 
that the habit is the result of an intense longing for 
light. When the days shorten in the north, the birds 
go south; but as soon as the long northern days set in 
with their luminous long-druwn hours, the wanderers 
return to their old haunts. It is generally supposed 
that they move southward to get more abundant food; 
but why do they leave the rich southern feeding-grounds 
to return northward? Simply because one thing is 
richer there, and that is light. The same instinct that 
makes plants turn to the light, andstretch their branches 
to reach it, also works in birds and compels them to 
fly after and follow it. The bird of passage is of noble 
origin; he bears ii motto, and his motto is. Lux men 
dux. 


A Remarkable Incident. 

Our Kennel Edilor, Mr. Horsfall, describes to us a 
very singular incident which recently occurred, and 
which shows that he is the possessor of some very des¬ 
irable dogs. We quote his own Words : 

“A curious circumstance happened to me when out 
shooting last week. One of my setters pointing, 1 
walked up, but saw nothing except a hollow tree. 
Thinking it must be a rabbit, after walking all round 1 
told him to come away, but he still persisting in his 
point, I sent my retriever Into the tree and he brought 
me a partridge. The setter still remaining on point I 
went into the tree myself, but could see and feel noth¬ 
ing; I sent the retriever in again, and after searching a 
little he brought me another and went back; one slipped 
past him coming from above, flew off and I marked it 
it down. I thought I could hear others up in the tree 
but left them for another time, followed after the one 
marked down Rnd killed it.

He 
turns the tables on his foe by threatening to prosecute 
him for piracy. Both plays were taken from “ Pyhe 
O'Callaghan," an Irish arama written by Wybert Reeve, 
which was performed at the Surrey Theatre, London, 
Feb. 7, 1870. 

The Drama and Church— The modern drama is 
fond of tracing itself back to the religious mysteries of 
the Church of the Middle ages. Thence, it says, we 
deduce ouf moral descent ana tradition. Tbe instinct 
of the drama is older, if you please, than the Middle 
Ages. But that the Church did not scruple to use the 
form shows that it is not intrinsically wicked, and that 
the modem stage is not technically religious, does not 
prevent its being a moral teacher, 

To this famous and reiterated argument of tbe stage 
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is opposed that of the pulpit: be the theory what it may, 
what is the fact? Are more people more harmed than 
helped by you? If you were abolished to-morrow 
would one snare be removed or not? 

Yet while the Protestant pulpit really considers the 
theatre but another name for a much worse place the 
Romish Church still borrows the advantage of dramat¬ 
ic impressions for the furtherance of its purposes. An 
Irish archbishop lately proved the value of sucli means. 
There had been a bitter feud in his diocese between 
two factions. The quarrel was hereditary, and appa¬ 
rently irreconcilable. The archbishop declared that 
the ordinary spiritual means of the Church had failed 
to reclaim them. The law was not strong enorgh to 
subdue them. Neither judge, nor juiy, nor jails, nor 
convict depots, nor handcuffs, nor hard labor, had any 
terror for these fierce factions. So he applied to the Re- 
demptorist Fathers. They drew out their forces like 
an army. They employed all their resources. For 
twenty-one days they assaulted this work of the devil, 
says the account, and at last they carried it by storm. 
They worked from dawn till midnight. They used 
masses, sermons, confessions, penances. Pictures of 
divine judgment were set before the imagination. Ap¬ 
paritions of saints and angels were narrated. It was a 
series of scenic, spiritual dramas, and at length the 
hard heartB of faction were softened. Two or three 
thousand of these hereditary enemies assembled in the 
chapel. One faction upon one side, the other upon the 
other. The archbishop in his robes, wearing his mitre, 
and holding his rozier, sat upon his throne. The Re’- 
demptionists.like returned victors, recounted their cam¬ 
paign. Then the great congregation of enemies rose 
simultaneously, lifted their hands to heaven, and vowed 
to fight no more. They then approached the altnr in 
pairs : each penitent selecting his worst foe as his com¬ 
panion, clasped hands before the archbishop, and re¬ 
peated from his lips the words of the vow. 

That upon such rude, fierce minds, the awful solem¬ 
nity of the oath was enhanced by the imposing pomp of 
the scene, no one can doubt. But it must be a little 
hard for thoughtful and educated men to become the 
agents of such a work. It may be that tbe system of 
the grand Grand Lama is best adapted for the people 
of IIIibet. But who, for that reason, would wish to see 
Fenelon or Dr. Channing the high priest of the Grand 
Lama?— Harper's Mag.

The lot comprised Mirliflor, Relalade, Peut- 
etre, LaCbampiB, Gilbert , LuBauteuse, and a couple of 
two-year olds. 

There has been a rupture between Count LaGrangc 
and his trainer, Tom Jenniugs, and the horses have 
been taken away, and all those that are to be trained 
in England have been given to William Arnuli, who has 
accepted the appointment, of private traroer to Count 
LaGrangc. The horses given Arnuli number twelve, 
and include Blenheim and Ecossias. 

In the betting on the 15th ult., Holy Friar, for the 
Derby, was decidedly first favorite, as there were offers 
in two quarters to bet £1,000 even on him against Gal- 
opin. Agaiusl Holy Friar outright 15 to 2 was the best 
offer, but had 8 to 1 been forthcoming the price would 
have been taken to a lot of money. 

The value of horses exported from England during 
the year 1874 was $1,026,320 in gold, against $886,310 
in 1873. The value of horses sent to France, the largest 
purchaser, was $370,375, or over one third of the entire 
amount. 

The broodmare Inverary, by Leamington, owned by 
Mr. R. W. Cameron, dropped a bay colt, by Wartninis- 
ter, at Clifton Stud Farm, on Jan. 29. 

Col. McCaul, of Virginia, has sold the trotting stallion 
Orange Blossom, by Middletown, to H. B. Bolton, ol 
Aoward couney. Md., for $9,000; he has a record of 
2.30, made at Winchester, Va., last September. 

The thoroughbred mare, Alice, by Zero, dam BetRey 
Moore, owned by 8. I.. Edelbutc, of Kansas, died re¬ 
cently of colic. She was dam of the well-known race 
horse Capt. Hutchinson. 

Mr. A. C. Hunt, of Denver, Colorado, has purchased 
of Mr. W. W. Glenn, of Baltimore, Md., the thor¬ 
oughbred horse, Master John, by Asteroid, dam Miss 
Carter, by imp. Sovereign, for breeding purposes. 

Mr. D. Swigart, of Georgetown, Ky., has sold his 
trotting stallion Alcalde, by Mambrino Chief, dam by 
Pilot Jr., to Mr. T. O. Harris, Jr., of Tennessee. 

It is reported in San Francisco that Gov. Sanford has 
consented to allow Occident to come East for campaign 
this season, in charge of Budd Doblc. 

Two car-loads of horses, principally trotters and road¬ 
sters, were shipped a few days ago from Louisville, Ky., 
to San Francisco. 

The thoroughbred stallions at the Woodburn Stud 
Farm this season, arc Asteroid, Planet, and imported 
Glen Athol. Lexington and Australian will not be at 
the service of the public, being reserved for the use of 
mares only belonging to the Woodburn Stud. 

Mr. Charles Bachman, the extensive Orange County 
stockbreeder, has a yearling filly by a Hambletouian 
stallion, out of an Abdallah mare, which, instead of the 
ordinary covering of hair, has a thick coat of wool of a 
tawny buffalo color, fully 14 inches in thickness, all 
over its body. This iB the second wooly foal the dam 
has produced, and both were by the same sire. 

Dr. B. J. Smith,of San Francisco, Cal., recently lost a 
twa-year old and yearling, brother and sister, by Nan- 
buck, out of a fine Hambictonian Chief mare, by being 
strangled in a singular manner. It seems one of them 
got loose in the night, and in playing with the other 
colt got his head and forelegs entangled in the halter in 
such a manner that both of them were found locked in 
a death embrace in the morning. They were valued al 
$1,000, heing the most promising of Nanbuck’s colts. 

The trotting mare, Clara G., who broke her legal 
Barnum’s Hippodrome about two weeks since, is im¬ 
proving rapidly. The limb is perfectly straight, there 
is no swelling, she evinces no pain anil her appetite is 
good. Dr. Cattanach took the mare in charge soon 
after the accident. He found the upper pastern bone 
fractured at its centre, which is midway between the 
fetlock joint and the hoof. The Doctor set the bone 
in its proper position, using leather splints, moulded to 
the leg with starch bandages. Two hours afterwards 
the mare was let loose in a large box stall, well bedded 
down with sawdust, and allowed to take care of the 
limb herself, and it was interesting to observe the care 
she took in getting up and. down and moving about. 
The Doctor says be never puts a horse in slings for a 
fractured fore limb, as the way he has treated Clara G. 
he considers far safer. The mare will soon be entirely 
well.
